UNCLE SAM’S MONEY. 
Treasurer H uston’s Report lor the Fiscal 
Year. 
W ashington, November 18th.—The an­ 
nual report of United State- Treasurer 
Huston shows that the net ordinary rev­ 
enues for the past fiscal year amounted to 
$403,080 982. This sum has been but twice 
exceeded in the history of the Govern­ 
ment. 
The increase over the year before was 
$16,030,923, of which $11,725,191 came from 
internal revenue. The ordinary expendi­ 
tures were $297,736,436. an increase of $15,­ 
739 871 over the year before. This increase 
is principally due to the increase in pen­ 
sions. The surplus revenues were $105,­ 
344.496, of which $20,304,224 were paid out 
in premiums in bonds purchased. 
The receipts of the Postoflice Department 
were $61,106,101 and the expenditures $67,­ 
011.263, and increase of between $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000 on both sides. 
The aggregate amount for which the 
Treasurer was accountable during the fiscal 
year was $1.321,774,482. Of this he dis­ 
bursed $630,247 078 on warrants. Deduct­ 
ing the amounts on deposit with States and 
various other sums, the amount remaining 
for which he was accountable was $757,­ 
915,07S. The amount of gold in the Treas­ 
ury was increased during the year from 
$303,387,719 to $320.933.145. and siiver from 
$315,160,779 to $346,821,006. Exclusive of 
amounts on deposit there was in the Treas­ 
ury belonging to the Government on June 
30. 1889, $326,02S 927 and on June 30, 1S90, 
$230,384,$15, the amount of gold having in­ 
creased about $4 000,000, while silver de­ 
creased nearly $9,000,000 
Liabilities decreased during the year 
ffom $127,931,880 to $107.124,718, and the 
reserve, being in excess of the assets over 
the liabilities, ran down from $198,097,047 
to $179,269.097. 
The total obligations of the Treasury on 
all accounts were $1,S10,67S 475 on June 30. 
1SS9, anil $1,722,240.163 on June 30,1890. 
Not counting certificates of deposit, the 
debt proper in tbe shape of bonds and cir­ 
culating notes was reduced from $1.250,­ 
043,136 to $1,145.400 986. This was effected 
at a total cost of $124,952,24-3 for the princi­ 
pal and premiums. Nearly $74.000.000 of 
4 per cent, bonds and upwards of $30,000,­ 
000 of 4J per cents, were purchased. Im­ 
portant changes took place in the circulating 
medium, but of a more favorable charac­ 
ter than the year before. There was a gain 
of $15,000,000 in the stock of gold, an in­ 
crease of $43 000,000 in silver, a contraction 
of $26 000,000 in the volume of bank notes, 
resulting in a net increase of $32,000,000 in 
the aggregate supply of money. 
In round numbers, the circulation on 
June 30, 1890, consisted of $505,000,000 of 
gold and $414,000,000 of silver and silver 
certificates. 
A change having taken place in the 
movement of United States notes there 
was a decline of activity in the issue and 
redemption of gold certificates. The ab­ 
sorption of legal tender silver into circula­ 
tion, in the form of certificates of deposit, 
has been fully up to the means of the 
Treasury for supplying it. There was also 
an outflow of between 2,000,000 and 3.­ 
000,000 of fractional silver dollar coins, 
which encourage the hope that with good 
management the Treasury in course of a 
few years more may be relieved of a re­ 
dundant stock of these coins for some time 
on hand. 
Seventy-three banks were discontinued 
a9 depi sitorie3 daring the year, involving 
$87,000,000, a decrease of upwards of $18,­ 
000,000, as compared with the year before, 
owing chiefly to the lower prices ruling for 
bonds. Deposits (or the retirement of Na­ 
tional Bank notes amounted to onlv $11,­ 
000.000. 
Continued embarrassment has attended 
the work of supplying tbe country with 
paper currency from delays and failures in 
filling the Treasurer’s requisitions for new 
notes. He suggests that greater flexibility 
might be given to currency in gold certifi­ 
cates of denominations of $5and$10issued. 
He urges the necessity of an appropriation 
for the transportation of United States 
paper currency to Washington for redemp­ 
tion. With a'trifiing additional outlay the 
people could be kept supplied with clean 
and fresh paper currency, thns greatly 
lessening the danger of counterfeiting. 
The Treasurer claims that the salaries 
paid to the officers of the Treasury are in­ 
adequate compensation for the duties per­ 
formed, being less than paid in well-man­ 
aged private institutions, and less even than 
paid in the Sub-Treasury in New York. 


CA LIFO RN IA ’S BONANZA. 
ITliat a Failure Elsew here Brought 
About. 
W ashington, November 18th. — The 
Agricultural Department's crop bulletin 
for November reviews the fruit season as 
follows: 
The season has been the worst for fruit 
this Department has ever reported. The 
extraordinary mildness of the winter in 
causing winter blooming and great tender­ 
ness of bud growth rendered the frosts of 
March almost universally destructive. 
Peaches have been almost unknown in 
the great peach-growing sections, aDd 
apples are a rarity in the great apple-pro­ 
ducing sections. 
The Missouri river 
blufls and contiguous areas furnish the 
principal supplies which go to all parts of

the country. The BeD Davis variety which 
some people regard as better thau nothing, 
is the mainstay of many markets. 
Pears have been almost equally scarce 
and necessarily high in price. 
The dearth of frnit has brought into un­ 
usual prominence the products of Califor­ 
nia, which must always be considered 
separate, apart from the remainder of the 
country. 
Millions have gone into the 
coffers of the producers of California 
peaches, plums, grapes and citrus fruits. 
The raisin industry is driving Spanish 
raisins out of the country, and the olives of 
the Pacific coast are competing with those 
of Spain. 
The Florida orange crop is reported to be 
about two-thirds of a full yield. Pine 
apples, bananas, guavas and other sub­ 
tropical fruits are increasing their areas. 
It should be admitted that grapes are fairly 
abundant and prices reasonable. 
Speaking of tbe California season in gen­ 
eral, the report says: Hops have been of a 
fair to medium crop, of excellent quality, 
and growers expect about 35 cents per 
pound for them, which will make them 
very remunerative. Bananas are gaining 
in importance every year as a staple crop 
and the product has been of a full average. 
The crop of peaches, apricots, cherries, 
plums and prunes has been about 75 per 
cent, of the general yield, the deficiency 
being caused by the unusually wet winter. 
The deficiency, however, has been fully 
made up by the higher prices obtained for 
fruit. Figs are becoming more and more 
prominent, and promise to be one of the 
leading fruits of the State. Almonds and 
walnuts have produced a good crop and 
are very remunerative to the producer. 
Oranges and lemons promite a full crop, 
and as the crop of this State comes in just 
wheu that of Florida goes out, it bids fair 
to be a very paying industry, as the intro­ 
duction of the Australian lady bug has 
placed the indnsfry on a safe footing. The 
grape crop has turned out better than was 
expected and the product has been very 
fine. The vintage may be put down at 
18,000,000 gallons, while large quantities of 
wine grapes have been dried and the raisin 
crop will exceed that of las', year. Better 
prices have been paid for wine and table 
grapes, the latter to be shipped East, and 
the increase in this respect may be put at 
one-third over last year. YouDg wines are 
exceptionally fine, and the vintage of 1890 
may be be put at one-third of the best ever 
produced in .the State, while the produc­ 
tion will not be above the average. Taking 
into account the ravages of phylloxera and 
the Southern grape disease, defects in culti­ 
vation, etc., the quality will range higher 
than any of the previous years. 


CALIFORNIA AND COAST. 


OCR NEW NAVY. 
It W ill Soon Be the Equal of Any 
Atloat. 
W ashington, November 18th.—In his 
annual report to the Secretary of the Navy, 
Chief Constructor Wilson, referring to the 
gradual disappearance of the old wooden 
fleet, says there are now eleven new steel 
vessels and one first-class torpedo boat in 
commission, and only eighteen wooden 
vessels. Tne following vessels are recom­ 
mended to be sold: The Brooklyn, Saugus. 
Speedwell, Rescue, Ossipee, Juniata and 
Qutnüebaug. Chief Wilson says that in 
the opinion of the Bureau, the ideal com 
merce destroyer has been attained in the 
design of cruise* No. 12. She has sustained 
a speed greater than the swiftest Atlantic 
“greyhounds,” united with powerful bat­ 
tery, immense coal endurance and efficient 
protection. 
Much space is devoted to a description of 
the three great coast line battle-ships. The 
armament of these vessels will consist of 
four 13-inch rifles,eight 8 inch, four 6 inch, 
twenty 6 pound rapid-firing guns, six 
1-pounder rapid-firing guns, two gattling 
and six torpedo tubes or guns. This rep­ 
resents a weight armament superior to that 
of any of the latest battle ships laid down 
by foreign powers.

W ashington1, November 18th.—The most 
brilliant event of the week occurred to-day 
at the residence of Justice Field, on Capitol 
Hill, when Miss Louise Condit Smith and 
Dr. L. Wood of the army were married.

CALIFORNIA’S RESOURCES. 


They Talk About R eciprocity and the 
Presidency 
New Y ork, November 18th.—The hun­ 
dred and twenty-second annual banquet of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce was 
held to-night. 
President Smith, in his address, said he 
was profoundly convinced that reciprocity 
is the key which will open wide the door 
of commercial intercourse, and give to us 
an outlet for our surplus products. 
Chauncey Depew spoke at length on 
events in the financial world. In the 
course of his speech, he said : "Within the 
past few weeks we have stood the straiD of 
the repurchase of ail our bonds and stocks 
which Europe desired to sell. It was a 
fearful test, but it superbly demonstrated 
the financial strength of our financial situ­ 
ation, the soundness of our credit and per­ 
manence of our prosperity. 
“The breaking of the dam of this Euro­ 
pean reservoir may pour upon us a stream 
of securities which may reduce values 25 
to 50 per cent. Such a contraction would, 
at certain times, suspend the business of 
the country and bring about bankruptcy 
and rmn. These possibilities will be 
averted as we grow rich enough to absorb 
our own securities. But to increase our 
available resources we must enlarge the 
area of the market for our surplus pro­ 
ducts. 
“The solution of the daDgerous problem 
and our future prosperity lies largely in 
the direction of commercial reciprocity 
among the nations of all America.” 
Ex-President Cleveland was called on to 
say something. Depew had mentioned 
that Congressman Springer had nominated 
Cleveland for the next Democratic Presi­ 
dential candidate, and said he hoped the 
Republicans would nominate that cham­ 
pion of reciprocity, James G. Blaine. 
Mr. Cleveland was not on the programme 
to speak, and arising, made a few remarks. 
He said he had heard a good deal to-uight 
about reciprocity with Spanish-speaking 
people. 
“Now,'' said he. “if its a good thing for 
them, why isn’t it a good thing to have rec­ 
iprocity with our own people? We have 
heard about France helping out England 
and tbe United States financially. Why 
cannot they do so commercially ? I'm 
sorry my friend Depew mentioned what 
Mr. Springer said, for it does not seem to 
me of much importance and of no interest 
to you, gentlemen.” 
Mr. Cleveland jocularly referred to the 
banquet at Albany a few years ago. when 
Depew had nomihated him for the Presi­ 
dency and hoped the Republican party 
would nominate “ that grandest of states­ 
men and plumed knight, the one name 
which rises to your lips, not to mine.” 
Carl Shnrz made a brief address, calling 
for such a revision of the tariff as will re­ 
lieve our manufacturing industries of arti­ 
ficial burdens, which increase tbe cost of 
those things they have to use in produc- 
tiou, and give them a fair chance for export < 
trade. 
M ight Overawe Them . 
London, November 18th.—Admiral Hot- 
ham of the Warspite believes that the Brit­ 
ish and the American Governments should 
send powerful men-of-war to Behring Sea 
durine the seal season in order to overawe 
the reckless sealers. He believes that any 
time there might be organized resistance 
to the United States revenue cutters which 
might Involve the two nations in war.

San F rancisco, November ISth.—At the 
regular meeting of tbeState Board of Trade 
to-day Vice-President W. H. Mills pre­ 
sided.

Tyler Beach, San Jose; A. Á. Hibbard, 
Chico; Jetss D. Carr Salinas: J. B. Cold 
well, Stanislaus: H. Raap, Martinez; J. A. 
Morrissey, Stockton; L. C. McAfee, Bakers­ 
field; J. J. Morrison, Loomis; A. Messen­ 
ger, Calaveras: L. L. Baker, San Francisco: 
J. A. Davis, Tulare, and several San Fran­ 
cisco residents. 
J. Q. Brown, Jr., reported in behalf of 
his father. General Manager Brown, who 
was detained from the meeting by illness, 
the entire destruction of the State Board's 
exhibit since the last meeting. He reported 
that some two hundred glass jars had been 
saved from the debris, together with a few 
other things of value. Bovee, Toy it Co. 
have offered the Board a location on Bush 
street, near Montgomery, for new head- 
quaricrs. Bancroft it Co. have offered 
quarters in the third story of the Historv 
Building on Market street. It is the idea 
of the General Manager to get, if possible, 
$200 from each subscribing Board of Super­ 
visors of various counties and use the fund 
raised to get up a new and better exhibit. 
Mr. Mills said he was betraying no secret 
in saying it was the desire of the present 
Governor to give the Board permanent 
quarters iu the new building soon to be put 
up at tbe ferry landing, foot of Market 
street. Mr. Mills pointed out the desira­ 
bility of this location, where waiting trav­ 
elers would have entertainment while 
having ample time at their disposal. It is 
estimated that all the time San Francisco 
has fully 10,000 transient visitors. It is 
wise for the Board to consider the possibil­ 
ity of this desire of the Governor becoming 
a fact. If temporary quarters can be had it 
will be well, for the location suggested can 
with little doubt be counted upon. In ar­ 
ranging a new display a harmonious ex­ 
hibit arranged by the Board, not by the 
various counties, was favored. On motion, 
it was agreed that Chairmen oi all stand­ 
ing committees be constituted a committee 
to secure a temporary location. 
The old Mosgrove store, lately occupied 
bv Swain & Co. on Post street, has been 
offered the Board by Tevis Jc Fisher, 
and this location is generally favored. 
Mr. McAfee spoke of tbe importance of 
gaining the support of ladies, and for that 
reason the permanent or main exhibit 
should be more centrally located than the 
suggested location at the foot of Market 
street. In behalf of Kern county, he 
promised a new exhibit better than the 
old.Mr. Morrison, of Placer, said the object 
of an exhibition was simply for advertis­ 
ing. The most successful display was one 
sent by Placer to Los Angeles, and set up 
almost in the street. As a rule the greater 
publicity tbe more success. He thought 
the foot of Market street would be the best 
possible location. 
L. G. Harvey, of this city, representing 
El Dorado county, thought the proposed 
foot of Market street locality would hardly 
do, as visitors there are usually in too great 
baste to pay proper attention to any dis­ 
play. 
A letter was read from Major J. B. Lanck. 
with “California on Wheels,” respecting 
the Almería grapes, which are Rnnually 
sold in immense quantities in the New 
York market. He called attention to the 
demand for these grapes, which exceeds 
that for California Tokay grapes, anil sug­ 
gested that Almerías be cultivated more 
extensively. 
It was agreed to ask, by circular letter, all 
County Boards of Supervisors subscribing 
to the Slate Board, and ail other persons 
interested, to co-operate with the effort now 
to be made to get up a first-class display in 
tbis city. 
The personal correspondence of people 
now residing in California with those they 
know in tha East was suggested, through 
W. H. Mills, as C. P. Huntington’s idea of 
the best method of inducing immigration. 
It was urged that a good way would be to 
send capable men throughout the State to, 
huDt up contented people and write letters 
for them to friends or relatives in the East. 
Tne suggestion was referred to the proper 
committee.

THE TIMBEK4 ARE SOUND. 


First Shipm ent of Oranges—Fruit Being 
Sent East. 
V a c a v ille , November ISth—Mrs. C- 
Martel to-day made the first shipment of 
oraDges for this season from her ranch in 
the Vacs valley. They were of the Navel 
and Mediterranean sweet varieties, and 
were remarkable for their size. This ship­ 
ment is about eighteen days later than last 
year. 
' The last carload of green fruit will leave 
here in a few days tor Eastern points. 
October, although almost the last month 
of the fruit season, held its own as com­ 
pared with previous months in the earlier 
part of the season. One hundred and thir­ 
teen cars of green fruit and twenty-five car­ 
loads of dried fruit, aggregating a total ton­ 
nage of 3,115 890 pounds, were shipped to 
Eastern points, while two carloads of dried 
fruit, weighing 51,690 pounds, were ship­ 
ped, one each to Sacramento and 3sn Fran­ 
cisco. In assorted carload lots to local 
points there were shipped 102,445 pounds 
of green fruit. The net returns so far re­ 
ceived from the sale of this year's fruit, as 
appears from the figures furnished by Ed. 
Fisher, Cashier of the Bank of Vacaville, 
shows that over $710,000 have so far come 
into the valley. Careful estimates as to the 
amount yet to come in place the sum in 
the neighborhood of $40,000.

D ublin, November lsth.—Tbe Furman'* 
Journal, commenting upon the outcome of 
the O'Shea divorce case and the predictions 
made concerning its effect upon Parnell’s 
future, recalls the private lives of the Duke 
of Welling'on.

London. November 18th.—Lord George 
Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
speaking at Bedford last night, said that 
the British navy was superior to that of 
any power iu Europe or America. Ha 
praised the coolness displayed by the cap­ 
tain and crew of the Serpent in the face of 
death. Such disasters, lie remarked, are 
part of the price England pays to be mis­ 
tress of the seas. He added that the Ad­ 
miralty intended lo pension the widows 
and remunerate the families of the men 
who lost their lives in the wreck 
French Politics. 
P aris, November ISth.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day I.auer questioned the 
Government as to what it proposed to do 
to prevent tbe drain of gold from France 
for the benefit of foreign mark -ts. The 
Minister of Finance declined to discuss the 
question. Lauer thereupon acctt .ed him 
of using his official position to enrich him­ 
self by speculation. A great uproar fol­ 
lowed. and the President called Lauer to 
order.

D u b lin, November 18th.—The Board 
room of Schull Union, County Cork, was 
besieged to-day by a gi eat crowd of small 
farmers and laborers, who came to implore 
the guardians for either food or employ­ 
ment. Some of them carried black ban­ 
ners. They numbered fully one hundred. 
Father Forest of Goleen said that thirty 
families were starving in his parish, and 
he was obliged to assist them out offfiis 
own scanty means. 
Cliurch Fight. 
V ien n a. November 18th.—A tight oc­ 
curred Sunday at Bistrilz, Transylvania, 
between factions of one of the churches. 
The Saxon members opposed tbe newly- 
appointed Roumanian pastor. The minis­ 
ter attempted to enter the church, but was 
prevented by the Saxons. The supporters 
of the pastor came to his aid and tried to 
force their way into the church. A des­ 
perate conflict ensued, and six were killed 
and sixteen injured.

and let the interior take San Francisco at 
her word, and while she is in the mood. 
She promises, if the fair is given to her 
this year, to make it eclipse anything of 
the kind ever before attempted or carried 
out. 
She promises to endow, labor for» 
and push the fair to a great success. 
Now 
let us in self-interest, and to further the 
broad purpose of the Legislature in au­ 
thorizing and equipping these fairs, accept 
the offer of the metropolis and do our ut­ 
most to aid it to attain the end it promises 
shall be its aim. 
W e agree with the San 
Francisco Bulletin, that were it possible to 
unite both fairs, and secure for this winter 
the exhibits of all the citrus-growers in a 
great hall in San Francisco, it would bean 
attraction th at would draw people from 
the far East simply to see the exhibits. 
B ut while such a union cannot be had the 
northern citrus districts can alone set up a 
fair in San Francisco th at will eclipse all 
former eilorts, and that will advertise the 
world around California’s capacity, and 
will hence be of immense benefit to N orth­ 
ern and Central California; 
it will be 
viewed in the ten days of its existence by 
not less than a hundred thousand people, 
fully ten thousane of whom will be East­ 
ern visitors, or intim ately related to the 
investm ent of Eastern capital, and the 
settlement of Eastern home-seekers in 
California. 


SO-CALLED ATHLETIC CLUBS. 


The question is again tip as to where 
the Citrus F air for the N orthern and Cen­ 
tral District should be held. 
Last year 
the State Board of Agriculture gave the 
fair to Oroville. 
A t that tim e it was 
understood that Marysville would be the 
leading applicant this year, and that no 
place north of her would compete for it. 
Sacramento gave some indications of a 
desire to have the fair of 1891, but thus 
far no steps have been taken that indicate 
any vitality in the m atter so far as this 
city is concerned. 
We assume, therefore, 
that the people of Sacramento do not pre­ 
fer any claims in the matter. 
Marysville 
is, however, making a vigorous canvass for 
the location of the fair in that city, but 
San Francisco is the strongest, most per­ 
sistent seeker after it, and it must be con­ 
fessed that her claims are exceedingly 
weighty. 
W e believe that Sacramento is eminently 
fitted by location and ease of access for the 
holding of the fair, and that here it would 
largely fulfill its purpose. 
But as there is 
manifest no disposition here to contest for 
the exhibition, Marysville and San Fran­ 
cisco are the competitors between whom 
the Board of A griculture must choose. 
If 
the purjiose of holding the fair is to stim­ 
ulate local pride, and aid in a week of 
local holiday and social events, then to 
hold the fair at Marysville, which is an 
orange-growing center, is most desirable. 
If the object of holding these fairs and 
using State money to promote them is to 
secure the 'largest possible and the most 
varied, intelligent and well-to-do audiences 
to examine the exhibits, with a view to 
interesting such people in investment in 
the interior sections, then unquestionably 
San Francisco is the place for the fair. 
A ll our sympathies are w ith our sister city, 
Marysville, and none will go farther to 
subserve her best 
interests 
than 
the 
R ecord-U nion ; but we believe that her 
interests will be best served by conserving 
the thick settlement of the orchard and 
other lands of the Sacramento valley and 
the foothill regions. One way to such an 
end is a fair of products in the center of 
population and travel, which San Fran­ 
cisco certainly is, above all other places in 
the West. 
W hile the fair last year at Oroville was 
a success, locally a grand success, it is 
w ithin bounds to 
say that not three 
hundred people from without the central 
part of the State visited it, and that not a 
round dozen of tourists or Eastern people 
went out of their way to examine the 
splendid evidences of the capacity of the 
northern section to grow citrus fruits. The 
transient public in San Francisco is not 
less than from five to six thousand daily. 
There are from five hundred to six hun­ 
dred Eastern people of means entering and 
departing from that city daily. 
The local 
population is in excess of 300,000, and 
there capital and enterprise most largely 
concentrate. 
W hile it is possible that five 
thousand people visited the Oroville fair 
last year, had it been located in San Fran­ 
cisco a hundred thousand would have seen 
it. 
Very much the same will be true if 
the fair of this year is located at Marys­ 
ville. 
It would be less local were it placed 
at Sacramento, which is a travel center, 
and through which so many of the East­ 
ern travelers pass. 
But even Sacramento 
would not be able to insure as spectators 
the attendance of the travelers by the 
Southern routes, while in '-an Francisco 
all such as come north at all are certain 
to locate tem porarily in the m etropolis.' 
Looking, therefore, at the question as a 
cold business matter, every dictate of self­ 
interest ought to move the interior coun­ 


ties to have the fair held in San Francisco 
this year. 
The purpose of these fairs is 
not to stim ulate the people in citrus dis­ 
tricts to grow citrus fruits—they are al­ 
ready sufficiently informed upon the sub­ 
ject; it is to invite the attention of the 
stranger to the capacity of the climate 
and the soil; to induce investment and 
settlem ent in the interior; to remove false 
impressions that have been cultivated 
concerning our supposed Arctic climate; 
to interest the Eastern visitor to the State 
by showing him the product as the proof 
positive of the character of the soil and 
th e climatic conditions under which such 
production is possible. The best way to 
attain these ends is to place the exhibit I 


A t this w riting the test case as to what 
is prize fighting and what is boxing has 
been submitted to the jury in a San Fran­ 
cisco Court. 
W ithout any idea as to what 
the verdict will be, we have no hesitation 
whatever in saying that the attem pt to 
prove these “fights” before the so-called 
athletic clubs of the metropolis to be mere 
harmless boxing matches is farcical. 
The 
testimony showed that in the case at issue 
the men fought some twenty rounds, when 
the police officers interfered and stopped 
the brutal exhibition ; that one of the men 
was already “shaky” on his legs, and the 
other was bleeding freely from wounds in 
the face. 
The railing and floor of the 
ring were padded to insure the fighters 
from injury in falling from the effects of 
severe blows; the spectators paid a heavy 
fee to see the “sport,” and all the usual ac­ 
companiments of the 
prize ring were 
noticeable in the arrangements of the 
“fight.” 
Y et in the face of this testimony the 
counsel for defense insisted that the affair 
was only a “scientific exhibition of skill.’' 
If th at is true, then a full-fledged fight must 
be too horrible for description. 
The law­ 
yers may confuse the jury and secure the 
defeat of the law through a weak-kneed 
verdict, but public opinion wili not be 
shaken from its conviction that these ex­ 
hibitions, where men fight, as in this ease, 
for a large sum of money and certain 
“honors,” are prize contests of the order 
intended by the law to be prohibited. 
All 
the glossing that can be attem pted cannot 
conceal the fact th at boxing matches, 
such as properly enoueh any one may wit­ 
ness, are not brutal, are not continued un­ 
til one or the other of the contestants is 
exhausted or crippled—“knocked out,” the 
fighting fraternity is pleased to term it. 
Nor do the young men who in the gym­ 
nasiums, public and private, learn the art 
of self-defense find it essential to engage 
in any of these “knock outs” or purse con­ 
tests. 
The whole truth is, that the so-called 
athletic clubs of San Francisco, in which 
hired bruisers batter each other for the 
amusement of the memb.rs, who them 
selves take no part whatever in any sort of 
athletic exercise, are offenses against the 
law and community, and should be sup­ 
pressed. 
Since the foregoing was put in type, the 
news is that the jury has acquitted the ac­ 
cused in the San Francisco case. 
It is 
added th at this settles the question of the 
lawfulness of these prize fights. 
By no 
mean?. 
The verdict of a single jury can­ 
not constitute a license for a practice that 
is forbidden by the statutes. 
A single jury 
decision is not the final and irrevocable 
interpretation of the law. 
It settles noth­ 
ing but the specific case passed upon. 
It 
is silly to say th at it therefore warrants 
general prize fighting of the order for 
which these alleged athletic clubs hang 
np purses. 


TESTIMONY

Ilcre is the testimony of the Albany, N 
Y., Journal, to the value of the Saxton 
ballot law, as tested on the 4th instant. 
Crippled badly as it is by amendments 
perm itting pasters and party printed and 
blanket ballots, which innovations Gov­ 
ernor H ill made conditions of his official 
approval, the law, which is a modification 
of the A ustralian ballot system, proved 
successful, and the Journal echoes many 
other voices when it says : 
The late election proved one thiog beyond 
the possibility of a doubt: The Saxton ballot 
reform law is a success. 
In former years tiie city of Albany on election 
day has invariably been the scene of ojien aud 
flagrant crimes against the ballot. Gangs of re­ 
peaters strolled through the city from poll to 
poll, voting on the names of dead men, of men 
who were known to be absent from the city and 
upon fictitious names placed upon the registry 
lists and kept there by the power o! the local 
machine. The shameless violation of the law 
often went even further and huudreds of citi­ 
zens have come to the polls only to and that 
some hired impostor had already voted for 
them. 
The open traffic in votes was an Invari­ 
able accompaniment of elections, bringing the 
statute into open contempt, demoralizing the 
judiciary and saddling upon the candidates a 
large outlay tor the benefit of political hang­ 
ers-on. 
This year the election was conduc ed in a 
quiet and orderly manner. 
There were no 
crowds abont the jiolling places. There was 
less bringing up of sodden wretches to vote as 
the heeier in charge dictated, comparatively 
little intimidation and no stestling of ballot- 
boxes. There was heavy buying of votes nnfl ft 
few isolated cases of filching, but there is good 
reason to believe that with proper management 
these irregularities can be prevented. 
The 
power for fraud on a large scale is gone, and 
with it th8 occupation of the heeler, the blood­ 
sucker on the body politic,

T he M ortgaged W est. 
The W estern States have given more at­ 
tention to the collection of statistics of 
mortgages than other parts of the country. 
The subject is one of great and growing in­ 
terest, and it is well worth the careful ex­ 
amination of statisticians and statesmen. 
Ohio is the oldest of the Northwestern 
States. 
The State Bureau of Statistics re­ 
ported, for the year 1888, 291,940 mort­ 
gages upon real estate, and the amount for 
which the land is mortgaged is $330,999.­ 
000. 
The assessed value of real estate was 
$1,220,262,000; the mortgage indebtedness, 
therefore, was, w ithin a fraction, one- 
third the value of the whole real estate of 
Ohio. 
The aggregate mortgage indebtedness of 
the people of Indiana is at least $26,­ 
000,000. 
The total number of real estate m ort­ 
gages in Illinois in 1887, apart from city 
lots, was 92,777, for an amount of $142,­ 
400,000, the over-due interest amounted to 
$4,919,754, and the total indebtedness of 
the farmers, therefore, was $147,320,000. 
The number of acres mortgaged was 8,082,­ 
794, and the rate of interest was about 6A 
per cent. 
But of course the interest 
“nominated in the bond” was not all. The 
interest, in one form or another, will 
rarely fall below 10 per cent. 
The annual report of the M ichigan L a­ 
bor Bureau for 1888 shows the following 
results: The total number of farms in the 
State was 90,803, of which 43,079 were 
mortgaged, their assessed value being $79,­ 
713,000, and the mortgage indebtedness 
$37,456,000. 
The rate of interest was 7.2 
per cent., and the accrued interest was $2,­ 
701,000. 
The percentage of mortgages to 
the assessed value of the mortgaged lands 
was 46.8. 
The number of mortgage fore 
closures during the year was 1,667, and 
the number of redemptions 131. The num­ 
ber of sales under execution was 244, and 
the number of redemptions was 33. 
There are said to be 270,000 farms in 
Kansas; and on this basis the editor of the 
Topeka Adrocoic concludes th at the total 
mortgage indebtedness of the State, among 
the farmers, is $146,563,000. 
The report 
adds: “A great many have had to borrow 
interest front the banks, and others have 
not paid interest for two years.”

W HERE SHALL THE CITRUS FA IR BE 
HELD I 


The question is again up as to where 
the Citrus Fair for the Northern and Cen­ 
tral District should be held. 
Last year 
the State Board of Agriculture gave the 
fair to Oroville. At that time it was 
understood that Marysville would be the 
leading applicant this year, and that no 
place north of her would compete for it. 
Sacramento gave some indications of a 
desire to have the fair of 1891, but thus 
far no steps have been taken that indicate 
any vitality in the matter so far as this 
city is concerned. We assume, therefore, 
that the people of Sacramento do not pre­ 
fer any claims in the matter. 
Marysville 
is, however, making a vigorous canvass for 
the location of the fair in that city, but 
San Francisco is the strongest, most per­ 
sistent seeker after it, and it must be con­ 
fessed that her claims are exceedingly 
weighty. 
We believe that Sacramento is eminently 
fitted by location and ease of access for the 
holding of the fair, and that here it would 
largely fulfill its purpose. But as there is 
manifest no disposition here to contest for 
the exhibition, Marysville and San Fran­ 
cisco are the competitors between whom 
the Board of Agriculture must choose. 
If 
the purpose of holding the fair is to stim­ 
ulate local pride, and aid in a week of 
local holiday and social events, then to 
hold the fair at Marysville, which is an 
orange-growing center, is most desirable. 
If the object of holding these fairs and 
using State money to promote them is to 
secure the 'largest possible and the most 
varied, intelligent and well-to-do audiences 
to examine the exhibits, with a view to 
interesting such people in investment in 
the interior sections, then unquestionably 
San Francisco is the place for the fair. 
All our sympathies are with our sister city, 
Marysville, and none will go farther to 
subserve her best 
interests than 
the 
R ecord-Union ; but we believe that her 
interests will he best served by conserving 
the thick settlement of the orchard and 
other lands of the Sacramento valley and 
the foothill regions. One way to such an 
end is a fair of products in the center of 
population and travel, which San Fran­ 
cisco certainly is, above all other places in 
the West. 
Wrhile the fair last year at Oroville was 
a success, locally a grand success, it is 
within bounds to say that not three 
hundred people from without the central 
part of the State visited it, and that not a 
round dozen of tourists or Eastern people 
went out of their way to examine the 
splendid evidences of the capacity of the 
northern section to grow citrus fruits. The 
transient public in San Francisco is not 
less than from five to six thousand daily. 
There are from five hundred to six hun­ 
dred Eastern people of means entering and 
departing from that city daily. The local 
population is in excess of 300,000, and 
there capital and enterprise most largely 
concentrate. W hile it is possible that five 
thousand people visited the Oroville fair 
last year, had it been located in San Fran­ 
cisco a hundred thousand would have seen 
it. 
Very much the same will be true if 
the fair of this year is located at Marys­ 
ville. 
It would be less local were it placed 
at Sacramento, which is a travel center, 
and through which so many of the East­ 
ern travelers pass. 
But even Sacramento 
would not be able to insure as spectators 
the attendance of the travelers by the 
Southern routes, while in San Francisco 
all such as come north at all are certain 
to locate temporarily in the metropolis. ‘ 
Looking, therefore, at the question as a 
cold business matter, every dictate of self­ 
interest ought to move the interior coun­ 
ties to have the fair held in San Francisco 
this year. The purpose of these fairs is 
not to stimulate the people in citrus dis­ 
tricts to grow citrus fruits—they are al­ 
ready sufficiently informed upon the sub­ 
ject; it is to invite the attention of the 
stranger to the capacity of the climate 
and the soil; to induce investment and 
settlement in the interior; to remove false 
impressions that have been cultivated 
concerning our supposed Arctic climate; 
to interest the Eastern visitor to the State 
by showing him the product as the proof 
positive of the character of the soil and 
the climatic conditions under which such 
production is possible. The best way to 
attain these ends is to place the exhibit 
where the most idle capital is fi"' tn(J and 
where the most men and 
are 
able and disposed 
jflVest arc to 
drawn 


0 .no exhibition. 
For these very rea- 
1'Incer county last year held an inde­ 
pendent citrus fair in .'San Francisco, and 
on all sides it is admitted that it was vis­ 
ited by twenty fold more people than 
attended 
the two official 
citrus faiis 
north and South in the same season, and 
received thrice the attention from the 
press and people abroad that either of the 
two official fairs secured. 
Marysville can only have local pride in 
ibis mallei'. Let her restrain it this year, 


and let the interior take San Francisco at 
her word, and while she is in the mood. 
She promises, if the fair is given to her 
this year, to make it eclipse anything 
the kind ever before attempted or carried 
out. She promises to endow, labor fori 
and push the fair to a great success. 
Now 
let us in self-interest, and to further the 
broad purpose of the Legislature in an 
thorizing and equipping these fairs, accept 
the offer of the metropolis and do our ut­ 
most to aid it to attain the end it promises 
shall be its aim. We agree with the San 
Francisco Bulletin, that were it possible to 
unite both fairs, and secure for this winter 
the exhibits of all the citrus-growers in a 
great hall in San Francisco, it would bean 
attraction that would draw people from 
the far East simply to see the exhibits. 
But while such a union cannot be had the 
northern citrus districts can alone set up a 
fair in San Francisco that will eclipse all 
former efforts, and that will advertise the 
world around California’s capacity, and 
will hence be of immense benefit to North­ 
ern and Central California; it will be 
viewed in the ten days of its existence by 
not less than a hundred thousand people, 
fully ten thousane of whom will be East­ 
ern visitors, or intimately related to the 
investment of Eastern capital, and the 
settlement of Eastern home-seekers in 
California. 


SO-CALLED ATHLETIC CLUBS. 


At this writing the test case as to what 
is prize fighting and what is boxing has 
been submitted to the jury in a San Fran­ 
cisco Court. W ithout any idea as to what 
the verdict will be, we have no hesitation 
whatever in saying that the attempt to 
prove these “fights” before the so-called 
athletic clubs of the metropolis to be mere 
harmless boxing matches is farcical. The 
testimony showed that in the case at issue 
the men fought some twenty rounds, when 
the police officers interfered and stopped 
the brutal exhibition ; that one of the men 
was already “shaky” on his legs, and the 
other was bleeding freely from wounds in 
the face. The railing and floor of the 
ring were padded to insure the fighters 
from injury in falling from the effects of 
severe blows; the spectators paid a heavy 
fee to see the “sport,” and all the usual ac­ 
companiments of the 
prize ring were 
noticeable in the arrangements of the 
“fight.” 
Yet in the face of this testimony the 
counsel for defense insisted that the affair 
was only a “scientific exhibition of skill.’» 
If that is true, then a full-fledged fight must 
be too horrible for description. 
The law­ 
yers may confuse the jury and secure the 
defeat of the law through a weak-kneed 
verdict, but public «pinion wili not be 
shaken from its conviction that these ex­ 
hibitions, where men fight, as in this case, 
for a large sum of money and certain 
“honors,” are prize contests of the order 
intended by the law to be prohibited. All 
the glossing that can be attempted cannot 
conceal the fact that boxing matches, 
sucli as properly enough any one may wit­ 
ness, are not brutal, are not continued un­ 
til one or the other of the contestants is 
exhausted or crippled—“knocked out,” the 
fighting fraternity is pleased to term it. 
Nor do the young men who in the gym­ 
nasiums, public and private, learn the art 
of self-defense find it essential to engage 
in any of these “knock outs” or purse con­ 
tests. 
The whole truth is, that the so-called 
athletic clubs of San Francisco, in which 
hired bruisers batter each other for the 
amusement of the memb.rs, who them­ 
selves take no part whatever in any sort of 
athletic exercise, are offenses against the 
law and community, and should be sup­ 
pressed. 
Since the foregoing was put in type, the 
news is that the jury has acquitted the ac­ 
cused in the San Francisco case. 
It is 
added that this settles the question of the 
lawfulness of these prize fights. By no 
mean?. The verdict of a single jury can­ 
not constitute a license for a practice that 
is forbidden by the statutes. A single jury 
decision is not the final and irrevocable 
interpretation of the law. 
It settles noth­ 
ing but the specific case passed upon. It 
is silly to say that it therefore warrants 
general prize fighting of the order for 
which these alleged athletic clubs hang 
up purses. 


TESTIMONY 
FOR CALIFORNIA 
LAT0RS. 
LEGIS- 


Here is the testimony of the Albany, N. 
Y., Journal, to the value of the Saxton 
ballot law, as tested on the 4th instant. 
Crippled badly as it is by amendments 
permitting pasters and party printed and 
blanket ballots, which innovations Gov­ 
ernor H ill made conditions of his official 
approval, the law, which is a modification 
of the Australian ballot system, proved 
successful, and the Journal echoes many 
other voices when it says : 
The late election proved one thing bevond 
the possibility of a doubt: The saxton ballot 
reform law is a success. 
In former years the city of Albany on election 
day has invariably been ihe scene of open and 
flagrant crimes against the ballot, (langs of re­ 
peaters strolled through the city from poll to 
poll, voting on the nam es of dead m en, of men 
who were known to be absent from the city and 
upon tlctltious nam es placed upon tiie registry 
lists and kept there by the power of the local 
m achine. H ie shameless violation of the law 
olten went even further and hundreds of citi­ 
zens have come to the polls only to find that 
some hired impostor had already voted for 
them . 
The open traffic in votes was an invari­ 
able accom panim ent of elections, bringing the 
statute into open contem pt, dem oralizing the 
judiciary and saddling upon the candidates a 
large outlay for the benefit of yoliiical hang­ 
ers-on. 
This year the election was conduc fed in a 
quiet and orderly m anner. 
There were no 
crowds about the polling places. There was 
les« bringing up of todden wretches to vote as 
the heeler in charge dictated, com paratively 
little 
Uri/1 VIA etnnllr,^ /.< 
boxes. 


T h e M ortgaged W est. 
The Western States have given more at­ 
tention to the collection of statistics of 
mortgages than other parts of the country. 
The subject is one of great and growing in­ 
terest, and it is well worth the careful ex­ 
amination of statisticians and statesmen. 
Ohio is the oldest of the Northwestern 
States. The State Bureau of Statistics re­ 
ported, for the year 1888, 291,640 mort­ 
gages upon real estate, and the amount for 
which the land is mortgaged is §330,999.­ 
000. 
The assessed value of real estate was 
§1,220,262,000; the mortgage indebtedness, 
therefore, was, within a fraction, one- 
third the value of the whole real estate of 
Ohio. 
The aggregate mortgage indebtedness of 
the people of Indiana is at least $26,­ 
000,000. 
The total number of real estate mort­ 
gages in Illinois in 1887, apart from city 
lots, was 92,777, for an amount of §142,­ 
400,000, the over-due interest amounted to 
§4,919,754, and the total indebtedness of 
the farmers, therefore, was §147,320,000. 
The number of acres mortgaged was 8,082,­ 
794, and the rate of interest was about 01 
per cent. 
But of course the interest 
“nominated in the bond” was not all. The 
interest, in one form or another, will 
rarely fall below 10 per cent. 
The annual report of the Michigan La­ 
bor Bureau for 1888 shows the following 
results: The total number of farms in the 
State was 90,803, of which 43,079 were 
mortgaged, their assessed value being §79,­ 
713,000, aud the mortgage indebtedness 
§37,456,000. The rate of interest was 7.2 
per cent., and the accrued interest was §2,­ 
701,000. The percentage of mortgages to 
the assessed value of the mortgaged lands 
was 46.8. The number of mortgage fore­ 
closures during the year was 1.6G7, and 
the number of redemptions 131. The num­ 
ber of sales under execution was 244, and 
the number of redemptions was 33. 
There are said to be 270,000 farms in 
Kansas; and on this basis the editor of the 
Topeka Atfrocaie concludes that the total 
mortgage indebtedness of the State, among 
the farmers, is §146,563,000. 
The report 
adds: “A great many have had to borrow 
interest from the banks, and others have 
not paid interest for two years.”

ITS ADVANTAGES ENLAEGED UPON BY 


CITIZEN SHIELDS. 


S team P o w er vs. W in d for P u m p in g P u r­

E ra. R ecord U n ion: 
“T he world do 
m o v e !” 
T he experience w ith Mr. Stevens’ 
large irrigation pum p has convinced m any 
citizens ot F lorin and other districts of onr 
county th at steam for hoisting w ater is 
better th an the w ind as a power in the use 
of th e w ind-m ili. 
T his conviction is all 
th e m ore significant from the fact that 
w ater in inexhaustible quantities m ay be 
and is obtained at a depth of fifteen feet 
from the surface. 
I dw ell upon this fact for the reason th at 
th e short depth to water at this point has 
been very m uch used as an argum ent in 
the past agaiDst any other system of irri­ 
gation, and 
especially against 
ru n n in g 
w ater. 
I am sure from a lim ited num ber 
th at opinion is veering tow ards steam as 
a better power for several reasons than 
th e wind. 
Lest this advance m ay be in m atiy in ­ 
stances injurious, and even disastrous, to 
m any persons, and in a general wav a set 
back to the whole county and city ot Sac­ 
ram ento, I feel it a duty, and th at it will 
be a benefit, to prevent th is h alt at the 
steam -pow er m ilepost. 
A few years ago lone coal sold in this 
m arket, for culinary purposes, for three 
an d even two dollars per ton. 
Now the 
sam e article is sold by the carload for five 
dollars, nearly or quite double. 
T his w in­ 
ter coal from a distance is 25 per cent, 
higher than it was last w inter in this city. 
F uel, I conclude, although reasonable in 
price here yet, can never be afforded to run 
th e im m ense num ber of irrigation pum ps 
th at will be required to w ater th e lands in 
our county. 
It is not to be thought of that 
these lands will not be utilized for all they 
are w orth—all of them —although they 
am ount to m any thousands of acres. 
It is 
because we are slow to believe this that we 
are indifferent about com ing changes 
Heretofore the conviction has prevailed 
th a t a few acres of straw berries would glut 
th e Sacram ento m arket, and such 
has 
m easurably been true. 
B ut the repression 
of a highly valuable and rem unerative in ­ 
dustry m ay not contione m uch longer. 
A lready our producers have learned about 
refrigerator cars, and through them are 
reaching 
and 
have 
reached Portland, 
M inneapolis, D enver 
and Chicago, and 
points farth er east and north are already 
on our tim e-tables. 
It is already too late to repress the sm all 
fruit business to a snpply of our local m ar­ 
ket. 
It is already too late for any sm all 
num ber of people to task them selves w ith 
th e attem pt of self-protection by producing 
a lim ited supply. 
The dem and has in ­ 
creased the delivery said preservation p ro ­ 
vided for, and the big task of driving a shot 
to the center of the question is now upon 
us. 
T he aim m ust be at th e center, and not 
pass our shot through tbe intervening tar­ 
get of steam power. 
A grand ditch ought 
to pass through this county on a high 
grade, and from this, by m eans of large 
and sm all flumes, th e sm all fruit people 
can get w ater th at will cover th e little 
hillocks th at they are now accustomed to 
level w ith the plow and scraper, in m any 
cases to the injury of the soil. 
W hether the w ater shall come from a 
bold stream like the A m erican river, gath­ 
ered from the rivulets stream ing from the 
m ountain sides, or from a tap in Lake 
Tahoe, far-seeing enterprise m ust clear its 
natural and legal eyes to perceive. 
H ow ­ 
ever m uch capital m ay oiler itself for the 
realization of this end, it is certain th at the 
spade and drill will be the actual agencies 
that will rem ove obstructions and dig the 
channel. 
It is equally certain th at enough 
idleness is in store in onr city and county 
to do half tbe work if it can be turned into 
activity. 
T here will be found great reluctance to 
em ploying labor in this enterprise, and 
m uch m ore reluctance on the part of labor 
to engage in it, unless it shall be taken into 
consideration th at there enter into it ele­ 
m ents w holly or largely w anting in other 
enterprises em bodying m any of the sam e 
considerations. 
It is undoubtedly true that 
th e gam e of frecze-out is often practiced, or 
believed to be practiced, iu enterprises 
w here stock shares pay for labor, or even 
w here sm all shares bonght w ith cash con­ 
stitute a nart of the ow nership. 
B ut w hen w ater for irrigation of one's 
ow n land enters into the consideration, it 
will be too vita! a m atter for sm all farm s to 
im peril. 
A m an will in this enterprise en­ 
ter the field to get a fair bundle, and will 
freeze (not freeze out) to it w ith the tenacity 
and power th at is found in title deeds to 
land itself. 
T ae boy w ho dugfor ach ip m u ck on S un­ 
day replied to th e visaing preacher who 
aeared the dw elling, th at Sunday or no 
Sunday, they were out of m eat and m ust 
have it, for the m inister was com ing hom e 
w ith his parents to dinner. 
So here the 
feeling w ould be th at th e w ater is needed 
and we m ust have it, and keep it. 
H ow ever reluctant and incom petent 'I 
m ay be to discuss the labor question in its 
breadths and intricacies, it so evidently en­ 
ters into the question of fruit-raising, and 
in such interesting and im portant bearings, 
and in such new forms, that I m ust say it 
is an open field. 
Let me quote from one of Senator Stan­ 
ford's speeches this pithy sentence: 
“ We 
are trying to live w ithin ourselves ” 
A p­ 
plied to our case, it is inevitable that onr 
public school (and private also) children 
will of necessity in the im m ediate future 
be the gatherers of our sm all fruits. 
Inci­ 
dentally I m ay say th at m en m ust still 
gather our horticultural products. 
In the picking of our sm all traits some 
experim ents have been m aking for more 
th an tw enty years. 
W ho has not heard 
th at “gangs” of Chinese have been em ­ 
ployed to w ork in the vineyard anti or­ 
chard. but upon the si ghtest olfense they 
all shoulder their baskets and bam boo poles 
and m arch away, leaving at m ost only an 
approxim ate gness as to w hat has caused 
the w hole stam pede. 
These have been 
tried fairly, recently, and the colored peo­ 
ple from the South have been substituted 
w ith not very satisfactory results. 
H ere as 
elsew here these latter are 
m uch more 
likely to be land-ow ners, and in need of 
help in harvest tim e them selves. 
T hat the objections to iil-health and in ­ 
ju ry from child-labor under certain ages 
w ill have no application in this field, is 
quite evident to m e. 
It will be healthful, 
rem unerative, and not only adaptive, but 
being o f th e right hight, they are a:i actual 
necessity, as well as of a controllable age. 
It w ill require, of course, a slight, and oniy 
a slight change of the vacation periods, 
and som e special ten t or som ew hat better 
accjinm odation, to enlist this belp to the 
great prosperity of the w hole people. 
W hy is this one of the inevitable things 
of the im m ediate future? 
I answ er that 
this county has a large am ount of iands 
m uch better fitted for sm all frnits than for 
any other purpose, and better fitted for this 
purpose than the lands 
of any 
other 
county, and the product is of superior 
quality, especially in flavor, and only wants 
water to produce th e m ost m arketable 
article. 
T hat irrigation is a necessity; that frnit 
gatherers are a necessity; that occasional 
enrichm ent of the soil is a necessity, there 
is no doubt. 
T hat, also, inventive geniu3 
to find a way of preserving straw berries 
w ith the natural flavor should be stim u­ 
lated to success by m agnificent prem ium s 
by tb e State A gricultural Society is, if not 
a necessity, clearly in the ¡m erest of our 
best welfare, there is as little donbt. 
Given all these, I m ay leave others to 
state the productive riches, the m any 
hem es, the advance in m ental, m aterial and 
m oral welfare of our people, but a good 
im agination cannot refrain from draw ing a 
roseate result, w hile verbal history attests 
th e sam e, and w ritten words m ust hence­ 
forth herald the fact that the estim ates of 
acre products is here universally placed 
farttiei in th e hundreds than one I ke rue 
is ready to have faith in (but the witnesses 
are true), and I am sure “ the w rid do 
m ove.”

; FRIEDLANI'S EXAMINATION IS STILL 
IN PROGRESS. 


R u b b ish F ires B u rn in g N igh tly A ll O ver 
th e City. 
N otw ithstanding the announcem ents in 
the papers th at th e Trustees on M onday 
declared th at th e burning of leaves and 
rubbish of evenings m ust stop—in accord­ 
ance w ith the term s of the ordinance p ro ­ 
hibiting the sam e—fire3 were b urning in 
various portions of the city last evening. 
Som e people are show ing no t only a lack 
of consideration for the com fort of inva­ 
lids, but a contem pt for the law that can be 
cured only by the police doing their duty 
and placing them behind the prison bars. 
A R ecord U nio n reporter encountered 
rubbish tires last evening at th e following 
places: On the northw est corner of Tw elfth 
and 0 streets; in the m iddle of Eleventh 
street, just north of P street; on 0 street, 
between T enth and Eleventh, so u th ‘side, 
and on the east side of T enth street, ai the 
corner of (he alley between O and P. 
H ere, w ithin a space of two blocks, were 
four big piles of leave3 and rubbish b u rn ­ 
ing and filling the air w ith dense volum es 
of sm oke th at did not rise above tbe house­ 
tops, but spread out over th at portion of 
the city, filling the houses of citizens and 
not only rendering them uncom fortable b at 
actually endangering the lives of the sick. 
A nd this, too, right in the face of the dec­ 
laration of th e City Trustees that any 
further violations of ihe law would subject 
the violators to the fullest punishm ent. 
The condition of the atm osphere show ed 
th at sim ilar fires were burning in other 
parts of Ihe city at the sam e tim e. 
Chief Drew says th e people do not obey 
bis orders to stop the nuisance. 
Then 
there is a rem edy. 
Let every officer be in ­ 
structed to patrol his beat between 4 and 6 
o’clock each afternoon and arrest every 
person who has no m ore consideration for 
his neighbors nor respect for the law th an 
to starl a rubbish-fire. 
It a few such per­ 
sons were m ade to pay $20 fine for thus 
displaying their contem pt for th e law, the 
nuisance would soon be abated.

W itn esses W ho C laim to H ave W itn essed 


th e D ifficulty—Scatina Strikes 


F ried ia n i. 


T he exam ination of O dnardo Friediani, 
charged w ith th e m urder of Guiseppl Sca­ 
tina, was resum ed in the Police Court yes­ 
terday. 
Before any w itness was placed on 
the stand N. G rondana, the Italian who 
acted as interpreter on M onday, rose and 
asked the Court to excuse him . 
H e be­ 
lieved his w ork had not been satisfactory 
to the attorneys in the case, and he had no 
hesitation him self in saying th at he was 
not in a fit condition to act intelligently 
and carefully, on account of nervousness. 
H e stated th at h e had been drinking to 
som e excess of late and felt th ah as ihe 
case was an exceedingly im poriunt one, it 
was his duty to inform the C ourt as to his 
condition. 
G rondana’s excuse was accepted, and 
after considerable persuasion, Jo h n Pieruc- 
cini was induced to act as interpreter. 
T he m orning session was taken up in 
tbe exam ination of a 
w itness 
nam ed 
D iacinto A gostinelli. 
H is testim ony was 
to the effict th at he saw Scatina and Fried- 
irn i talking on the corner of Second and L 
streets, when the form er pushed or struck 
Friediani. 
T he m en then closed, and al­ 
m ost at the sam e instant Scatina cried, 
“I ’m stabbed 1” 
Friediani walked away, 
and tbe w ouudea m an was carried to a 
doctor’s office. 
The next witness called by the prosecu­ 
tion was A ngelo B iancaini, a hod-cairier 
bv profession. 
T his witness also required 
the services of the interpreter Id givin g his 
testim ony. 
H e saw Friediani ami Scatina 
at Second and I, streets on tbe eveuiog of 
Novem ber 4:h. 
P rior to 6eeing them at 
Second and L he saw them at the G ari­ 
baldi H ouse. 
W hen be last saw them they 
had a fight. 
W itness said th at he and his friend Galli 
were on their way irom Second street to 
the G aribaldi H otel to get a drink, when 
they saw the two men quarreling at Second 
and L streets. Scatina called to witness and 
asked him to w ait a m om ent. 
W itness 
turned about and told Scatina to come 
along, w hen 
F riediani said, "L et him 
alone—he will com e by him self 1” 
Som e words then passed between Friedi­ 
ani and Scatina, w hen the latter sw ung his 
arm around and slapped or struck the 
other, knocking him backw ards two or 
three steps 
W itness then saw Friediani 
take som ething from his clothing and 
strike Sentina tw o or three tim es. 
H e did 
not know if it was a knife he used. 
Friediani then w alked away leisurly to ihe 
hotel, w hile witness, learning th at Scatina 
had been stabbed, w ent fGr a doctor. 
W itness 
stated th at G alli went to the 
hotel and rem onstrated w ith Friediani for 
w hat he had done, and the latter rem arked 
th at if he (Gaili) w anted anything he 
could have it. 
The taking of testim ony proceeded very 
slowly, ow ing to the fact th at everything 
had to be repeated by tbe interuieter. who 
could not him self understand the attor­ 
neys any too well. 
T he entire day was consum ed by the 
prosecution, and the exam ination prom ises 
to be a long and tedious one.

THERE MAT BE SOME OUTBREAKS. 


A W ar D epartm ent Official Thinks 
the Indians "Will D ance Them ­ 
selves O ut—Italian Troubles.

Ruger, commanding the D epartm ent of 
Dakota, has returned from a visit to several 
W estern points. 
His aid, Lieutenant Woodruff, referring 
to the Mandan scare, said “The Indians lo­ 
cated nearest to Mandan sre forty-five 
miles away, on CanDon Ball river. They 
are a thrifty, industrious, peaceable people 
who have taken up claims, built huts and 
housps, own cattle, ponies and wagons, 
and are in good circumstances. They have 
no faith in aboriginal superstitions and dis­ 
like this Messiah craze. The people have 
land, homes, cattle and crops, and are not 
anxious to go to war; and yet these are the 
ones to watch whom the people of Mandan 
have sent scouts. A band which may give 
trouble is that headed by Chief Hump, and 
is situated southwest of Standing Rock. 
H e is very witty, and if the promised Mes­ 
siah does not arrive in spring he will prob­ 
ably tell them that the whites are using 
their influence to keeD him back, and that 
the only way to aid him will be to kill 
some of the pale faces. However, in any 
emergency the troops will be fully equal to 
the occasion. It m ust be taken into ac­ 
count that some of the agents are new men, 
unnsed to the ways of the Indians." 


SET TLER S F E E L IN G E A S IE R . 
M a n d a x a (N. D.), November is;h .—An 
easier feeling prevailed this morning be­ 
cause of the receipt of arms and am m uni­ 
tion. Six mounted iriendly Sioux were 
sent to patrol the borders of the reserva­ 
tion. 
Settlers are still coming in from all 
directions. The gravest fears are enter­ 
tained for the safety of the settlers in the 
southern part of the county. 


“ L ET T H FM D A N C E.” 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , November 18th.—Acting 
Indian Commissioner Belt ba3 received no 
recent information from South Dakota 
which justifies the evident alarm of settlers 
in the neighborhood of the Pine llidge 
Agency. 
B elt' is of the opinion that the Govern­ 
m ent would not be justified in making any 
arrest or attem pt to suppress the “ghost 
dances" so long as the Indians commit no 
acls of violence. This would surely make 
trouble. The proper course to pursue, he 
says, is to let the Indians dance themselves 
out. 
It will not be long, he thinks, before 
they begin to lese faith in the Messiah and 
the whole craze will collapse. 
Belt is, however, strongly in favor of 
keeping a strong m ilitary force within call. 
T his precaution has already been taken 
and the Government is not at all appre­ 
hensive of trouble. 
The W ar Department has received no 
news of any change in the situation at 
Pine Ridge. Standing Rock or other agen­ 
cies. As competent officers are on the 
watch at all points where trouble is threat­ 
ened whose business it is to report any sig­ 
nificant events, it is taken for granted that 
no immediate trouble is at hand. 


TROOPS M O V IN G . 
Omaha, November 18th.—According to 
orders issued this morning, Companies A, 
B, C and D of Second U nited States In ­ 
fantry at Fort Omaha, left for the Pine 
Ridge Agency this afternoon, with a fuil 
complement of mules and wagons. The 
other four companies notified will be ready 
to move on short notice. The troops at 
Fort McKinney were also ordered out and 
left this morning for Douglas, Wyoming. 
The troops at Fort Niobrara and Robinson, 
which are not far from the scene of the 
difficulty, will march to-morrow. 


T H E “ M E S S IA H ” NOT TO B L A M E. 
Omaha, November 18th.—It was stated 
that two reliable Indians now in the city 
had stated to the army officers that there 
was no Messiah craze among the Indians 
just north of the Nebraska line. 
Private advices fram Valentine give a 
different origin than the "Messiah craze” 
to the Indian uneasiness. Since August 
the Indians of Rosebud have been restless, 
claiming the agent was not giving them a 
square deal on supplies. 
Some families 
living northwest of Valentine have moved 
away. 
Alex. Mouwseau, an Ogallalah Indian 
and Government scout at Fort Robinson, 
now in the city, said to-day. referring to 
the Indian craze: “Some think it is so and 
some don't know what to believe. The In­ 
dians at Pine Ridge are dancing and meet­ 
ing and talking. Some of them are wild 
about it. but some of them don't know 
what to believe.” 
Telegrams from Valpntine and Crawford, 
Neb., and Cheyenne. Wyo., soy that troops 
have been ordered from the forts to pro­ 
ceed to Pine Ridge to keep the Indians in 
check. 


G E N E R A L M IL E S ON T H E SIT U A T IO N . 


C h is a g o , November isth .—On receipt of 
a dispatch to-night announcing the move­ 
m ent of troops in the Department of the 
Platte toward Pine Ridge Agency, an Asso­ 
ciated Press reporter called on General 
Miles. 
He said: 
“The newspapers really ought 
not to publish this sort of thing, for it will 
be in the Indian caipps in less than twenty- 
four hours. There is nothing in it, except 
that troops are being sent to the vicinity of 
the reservation to prevent, if possible, any 
outbreak and fo encourage the local ele­ 
m ent among the Indians: also to protect 
the agencies which report the Indians as 
turbulent and past control. 
“ It washoped this excitement might pass 
w ithout serious trouble, and up to m istim e 
no Indians have left their reservations. The 
causes of this threatened trouble are the 
failure of their crops, the delay of Congress 
in making appropriations for their support, 
and the subsequent delay in getting the 
supplies to them , resulting in their being 
brought to the verge of starvation, and it 
worked them iDto a frenzy, They are get­ 
ting their rations now, and possibly the dif­ 
ficulty may be bridged over. The move­ 
m ent of troops is simpiy precautionary, 
but at the same time they may have serious 
w ork.’’ 
The reporter asked if it would not be un­ 
usual for the Indians to go on the warpath 
at the beginning of winter. 
The General replied: “ Not at all; those 
northern Indians are tougher than leather.” 


IN D IA N S A N D SET TLER S A R M ED . 


M in n e a p o lis , 
November 
1 8 th . — The 
Tribunes Mandan :N. D.) special says: 
Every house in town is full to overflowing 
with refugees from the country districts. 
The most intense excitement prevails in 
the country. The settlers are preparing to 
believe anything about the Indians. In 
town a somewhat less tension exists, owing 
to the receipt of 300 guns to day from the 
State Government and the fact that a com- 
panv of soldiers will be here to-morrow 
morning from Fort Totten. 
To-night there are 200 Indians in town, 
armed, but the citizens are armed, too, and 
patrols will be out and the people will 
sleep with their clothes on. A date will be 
fixed by the committee of citizens, and the 
Indian Agent will be notified that after that 
date any Indians found in this country 
■without a pass from the agent will be killed 
on sight. The population is excited, and 
although conservative men are doing their 
best to quiet the angry ones, there is every 
reason to believe tnat unless the Govern­ 
m ent takes immediate steps to increase the 
lorce of soldiers here and at Fort Lincoln, 
every Indian coming into the country will 
be killed. 
T H E CRAZE SPR E A D IN G . 
St. P aul, November D :h.— A Pioneer 
Press special from Jamestown, N. D., says: 
The Messiah craze has struck the Indians 
at Fort Potter and they are inclined to be 
ugly. One hundred armed bucks were 
seen crossing the railroad track at Minne- 
waukan en route from the Turtle m oun­ 
tains to join the Sioux at Standing Rock. 
They said they were going hunting. 


AT T H E M ERCY OF T H E IN D IA N S . 
B ismarck (N. D.), November 18th.— 
Last night the city was startled by an 
alarm of an Indian outbreak. The report 
earn from Mandan that the Indians at the 
Stan ing Rock Agency had left the agency 
and were advancing on Fort Lincoln. 
The State Government was called on for 
aid, and by this morning the excitement 
was intense. The rednction of the forces 
of Forts Lincoln and Yates has made the 
settlers apprehensive, for there are 6,000 
Indians at the Standing Rock agency alone. 
It was learned this afternoon, however, 
that the alarm was unnecessary. Every­ 


thing is quiet at Fort Yates, and no trouble 
is expected there. Very few soldiers are 
now kept in the forts in this neighborhood, 
and the settlers are easily alarmed. 
The Indians could sweep the country 
west of the Missouri river before assistance 
could be had, and the demand for enlarg­ 
ing the garrisons at Fort Yates and Lincoln 
will be renewed. 


R E PO R TED D EPR ED A TIO N S. 
M inneapolis, November IS tb .—A Cha- 
dron (Neb.) special to the Tribune says : It 
is reported here to-night that the Indians 
at the Pine Ridge Agency have gotten 
fairlv beyond the control of the agent and 
have" already begun depredations in the 
way of stealing cattle and other property. 
Three hundred soldiers from Fort Robin­ 
son passed through here to-day. 


G E T IIN G .SERIOUS* 


T h e A n ti-Ita lia n T ro u b le a t N ew O rle a n s 
In te n sify in g . 
N ew O r le a n s , November 18th.—The ex­ 
citement over the Italian or, rather the 
anti-Italian issue, growing out of the assas­ 
sination of Chief of Police Hennesy, is 
becoming intensified. Charges of cruelty 
to prisoners are published and interviews 
with Italians to substantiate them. Mayor 
Shakespeare has published a reply to Pas- 
quale Corte, the Italian C odsuI, on a recent 
criticism, in which the Mayor shows that 
nine of the men charged with the murder 
of Hennesy have been American citizens 
for two years or more. Public sentim ent 
here condemns the Consul s action as un­ 
warranted inteifereuce and as likely to 
canse trouble. The principal feature of 
the Consul's course was the writing of a 
ietter to the Grand Jury now sitting on the 
Hennesy case, charging brutali'y on the 
part of the prison officials toward the sus­ 
pected men. A sensation was created last 
night when an Italian Catholic priest, who 
is also editor of an Italian newspaper, is­ 
sued a call on the Italian Government to 
place an Italian man-of-war in the Missis­ 
sippi river for the protection of the Italian 
residents of New Orleans. The call says: 
"A n ironclad in the Mississippi would not 
under present circumstances be fruit out 
of season, and we have reason to helieve 
our opinion is shared by the entire Italian 
colony.” 
The anti-Italian feeling has 
become 
much stronger the last few days. There is 
a prospect of the miscarriage of justice : 
that the assassination of Chief Hennesy 
will go unpunished. The evidence before 
the Grand Jury against the men charged 
with the m urder is weak and insufficient. 
Some of the witnesses have been threat­ 
ened and others induced to leave the city. 
Thi3 has caused a very bitter feeling, and 
the rem ark is frequently heard from very 
conservative peopie that the only way to 
avenge the murder is for a mob to go to 
the parish prison, take out the Italian pris­ 
oners and lynch them. Threats of this 
kind are becoming very frequent. 
Signor Corte, the Italian Consul, has 
cabled the matter in full to the Italian 
Government, and asks for instructions. 


NOTHING IN IT. 


The Rum or T hat Gould H as Control of 
the Atchison Denied. 
Boston, November ISth.—The siory to 
the effect that Jay Gould has purchased 
the controlling interest in the Atchison is 
denied by Vice-President Reinhart. 
"The majority of our stock,” said he, “is 
owned in New England, mostly by people 
who own bonds also, and who keep the 
stock as a protection. 
We have 900.000 
shares of stock issued. Of these between 
575,000 and 600,000 are owned in New Eng­ 
land. Gonld is a large owner. H unting­ 
ton also owns a good deal. There is no 
doubt that Gould has taken advantage of 
the prevailing cheapness of Atchison stock 
to buy more out of that difference of 300,­ 
000 shares between New England’s hold­ 
ings and the total." 
Reinhart is very positive that none of 
the big New England owners of Atchison 
have transferred their holdings to Gould or 
anyone else. 
ANOTHER RUMOR DENIED. 
New Y ork, November 18:h.—President 
John Inm an of the Richmond Terminal 
system say; Jay Gould has not acquired 
control of that property. He has 190,000 
shares out of 700.000, and he is entitled to 
three or four representatives on the Board 
of Directors out of eighteen. Inm an says 
he will welcome Gould's interest in the 
property. 
Dow, Jones & Company's News Agency 
has a Boston special which savs: “ We are 
fullv satisfied from our own investigation 
that Gould has not bought control of the 
Union Pacific and Charles Francis Adams 
is most loyally supported by the present 
Board of Directors."

Vessels 
G reatest of A m erican W ar 
■ 
is Now Afloat. 
N ew Y ork, November 18th.—Flags and 
bunting made the navy yard very bright 
to day. All the cruisers were in full dress 
and the old-fashioned place had a holiday 
appearance. The occasion was the launch­ 
ing of the great armored cruiser Maine. 
Just after 10 o’clock Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy arrived with his party. They were 
received by ail the officers of the yard. 
As he entered the main gate a salute of 
nineteen guns was fired from the Vermont. 
The final preparations for the launching 
were at once began. 
At 12:44 the cruiser was released and be­ 
gan to move down the gteased ways. As 
she rushed into the water Mies Wilnier- 
ding, daughter of Secretary Tracy, broke a 
bottle of American champagne against the 
starboard bow, saying, "I christen thee 
Maine.” 
A mighty cheer went up from the assem­ 
bled crowds, while tugs, yachts and war 
vessels saluted with bells, whistles and 
guns. 
The launch was a perfect success. 
The Maine is 324 feet over all, 57 feet in 
extreme breadth, with a mean draught of 
21j feet, with a displacement of 6.682 tons, 
and a speed of 17 knots. The twin screws 
are driven by engines with 9,000 horse­ 
power. The armament will be four 10- 
mch and six 6-inch rifles, and a secondary 
battery of four six-pounders, eight tbree- 
pounders, two one-pounder rapid-tiring 
guns, four revolving cannon, four Gatling 
guns, and seven torpedo-tufies. The side 
armor belt will be 12 inches in thickness.
